Quarterback Rex Kern 
gained 96 yards and Larry 
Zelina added 92. On the 
defensive line, it was Jim 
Stillwagon and Jack Tatum 
was the head-knocker for 
the defensive secondary. 

The Buckeyes saved 
their best game for: the 
Rose Bowl: They“ reboun- 
ded from a sensational 80- 
yard touchdown run by the 
great O.J. Simpson in the 
second quarter which gave 
the Trojans a 10-0 lead.

The legislation, House 
Bill 883, would generally 
update Ohio law to con- 
form with recent changes 
in the U.S. Child Labor 
Law. The bill would limit 
the employment of any per- 
son under age 16 to 40 
hours a week, and, as un- 
der current law, would 
specify that no minor may 
be employed during school 
hours unless the work is 
incidental to a vocational 
education course or other 
workstudy program. Ad- 
ditionally the bill would 
specify the legal times of 


employment.

areprohibited to minors un- 
der present Ohio law in 
favor of a general 
prohibition against minors 
engaging in occupations 
declared by the director of 
Industrial Relations as 
hazardous or detrimental 
to the well-being of minors.

Sub+ 
sequently,..an appointment 
was made for Moore to 
meet with® Charles Hall, 
assistant superintendent 
for administrative services.

One rea- 
son given was that Moore 
did not have a multi-year 
contract, which Moore said 
made no sense since it 
was Hall's office that de- 
nied him the— multi-year 
contract. ; 

Discussing the lack of a 
multi-year contract, Moore 
said such contracts are 
usually given after three 
years, and he has been an 
administrator’ for seven 
year. (Prior to coming to 

arfield last year, Moore 
was principal at Brentnell, 
Alum Crest, Watkins and 
Windsor). He said he and 
Conaty went through his 
personnel files and found 
no reason for not granting 
him the multi-year con- 
tract. Moorse said he wrote 
‘a letter in August 1977 ask- 
ing why he was not grart- 


ed the contract but re- 
ceived no response. 

Conaty related that he 
had requested an oppor- 
tunity to appear before the 
board to present Moore's 
side, but that Hall refused 
and said he would not dis- 
cuss the matter without 
Moore present.

Ohio Senate Did It’s Job; 


It's Now Up To the House 


When Ohio Senators passed last 
week a bill to grant tax abatement as 
an incentive to industrial~ plants to 
locate or expand in Inner Cities, they 
dramatically reflected a serious con- 
cern for the thousands of job-hungry 
workers in our economically de- 
pressed urban areas. 

The bill, Am.S.B. 208, sponsored by 
Senators William F. Bowen, Cincin- 
nati and,M. Morris Jackson, Cleve- 
land, both black Democrats, was 
given bipartisan support. The 12 Rep- 
ublicans joined 19 of the 21 Demo- 
cratic senators in passing the mea- 
sure 31:to 1 anid forwarding it on to 
the House for consideration. 

Bowen, literally greased the rails 
for the bill to glide through the 
senate by providing that the state 
would have to reimburse school dis- 
tricts for tax revenues they could 
lose under the proposal. 

Jackson, who is credited with be- 
ing instrumental in selling the bill to 
the Democratic leadership, told his 
colleagues that the legislation is 


timely, in that it is in line with moves» 


initiated by President Carter nation- 
ally. 

the tax break bill, pushed hard by 
Gov. James A. Rhodes for the past 
several years, drew solid support 
from the Senators who had previously 
led the opposition to Republican 
Rhodes tax abatement program. 

Senator Harry Meshel, (D-Youngs- 
town), noted that the Legislature has 
“ done little to attract Jobs to the inner 
city where they are needed most. 
“Magic miracles" should not be 


counted on, but he said it could be a 
step in helping the state economy. 
Passage of the bill proved just how 
swift the legisiators can move on a 
measure when the leadership gets 
behind It. The bill was voted out of 
the Senate Rules Committee on Mon- 
day, and found itself on the way to 
the House before sundown on Tues- 
day. 
And although the Legislature is in, 
recess until June. 13, if the Demo- 
cratic House leadership is so in- 
clined, the bill could conceivable be 
sent to Rhodes and signed into law 
before the end of June. 3 
The Senate has dramatically 


played its part, now thousands of 
workers in our economically acute 
urban cities are relying on the House 
leadership to give them a chance to 
work, a chance denied them far too 
long :

Slavery in its worst forms existed 
there, Mississippi furnished the 
president of the Confederacy, 
Jetferson Davis. 

Although two Black U.S. Senators 
and one Congressman were elected 
there in the Reconstruction era, 
Mississippi fost no time in

When the Ohio Senate passed the Inner City in- 
dustry bill 31 to 1, last week, there was one great big 
surprise on the role call vote...all 12 Republican 
Senators answered Yea. The second surprise was that‘ 
not even one of the three Republicans, regarded as 
the most conservative of the lot, sought to tone the 
bill down or to make it unworkable by amendments. 

When the role was called, all eyes were focused on 
Senators Thomas Van Meter, Ashland, Paul Pfeifer, 
Bucyrus, and Donald E. (Buzz) Lukens, Middletown. 
This trio is considered as the most hardcore conser- 
vative of the 33 senators. Lukens, of course, had a 
reason for voting for the measure, he is a candidate 
for State Auditor in the primary election. 

A third surprise was the fact that the lone opposina 
vote was cast by Senator Kinsey Milleson of 
Carroll, a Democrat who reputedly has a liberal back- 
ground. Whatever his hangup with the bill was, he 
kept it to himself during the brief: debate. 

Senator Robert D; Freeman, Democrat, Canton, who 
according to informed sources, supported the bill in 
the Rules Committee, was absent when the role call 
was taken. 

After Senator William F. Bowen, Cincinnati and 
Senator M. Morris Jackson, Cleveland, sponsors of 
the bill (S.B, 208) spoke on its behalf, 19 of the 21 
Democrats were joined by the 12 Republicans in 

sing the measure and sending it along to the 
House for considerations. The bill was automaticAlly 
assigned to the House Reference Committee to await 
assignment to a standing 
ings. 


Reference, and who is considered to be rather liberal, 
from the viewpoint of the sponsors, will hopefully 
assign the bill to the committee which is less 
likely to bottle it up.

SEGREGATED UNIVERSITY 


The Department of Health, Education and Welfare is 
locked in a dispute with North Carolina's state univer- 
sity system over the continued regation of the 16 
state-run institutions of higher education. 

Separate black and white-co and 
were rooted in the South's dual education system that 
was declared unconstitutional. Despite repeated court 
rulings, many states continued to maintain 
segregated institutions. Last year, after a federal court 
ordered HEW to draft guidelines that would 
desegregate those state systems, many states - 

iated plans for compliance with HEW. 

ut North Carolina, despite its reputation as one of 

the more progressive states in the South, is still a 

holdout. About nineteen percent of students in the 

state university system are black, but only about six 

percent attend the formerly all-white colleges. The 
figures are even worse for full-time students. 

Blacks fare worse when it comes to faculty and ad- 
ministrative positions—iess than five percent of the 
system. In North Carolina's university system, blacks 
teach at and attend the traditionally black schools, 
whites, the traditionally white institutions. 

Talks between state and HEW are still going on, 
HEW, which funnels about'$70 million in federal aid to 
the state university system, will have to end that aid if 
the state fails to come_up with an adequate com- 
pliance plan, as other states have done. 

The issue in this case should not be obscured. It is 
nothing less than whether North Carolina will comply 


‘ with the Constitution of the United States. State- 


=o segregation is illegal, unconstitutional, and 
immoral. : 

The state's hold-out stance has many supporters 
who have managed to muddle the basic issue. One 
line of attack has it that desegregation means the end 
of black institutions. 

_ No one is more concerned with strengthening black 
colleges than |, but the issues related to. state- 
supported black colleges are very different fromthosé 


‘concerning private or denominational institutions. 


There is no reason why a unitary, integrated state 
university system should not maintain the traditions 
and special qualites inherent in black institutions. 
That can be achieved without ghettoizing those in- 
stitutions. Acceptable compliance plans in other 
states make allowances for upgrading black in- 
stitutions without destroying their heritage. Enhan- 
cement of traditionally~black colleges would draw

Sue, a 42 year old 
mother of six, comes in 


- twice a week to volunteer 


in the surgery lounge for 
parents, admitting depart- 
ment, and infant care unit. 

Mike, who is 28, donated 
over 1,000 hours of his 
time last year and has ac- 
cumulated 220 hours in the 
first two months of 1978. 
He works in the transport- 
ation and X-ray depart- 
ments and delivers mail 
and messages. 

All these people share a 
love for children and a 
desire to help those who 
must be hospitalized. They 
show they care by volun- 
teering at Children's 
Hospital. 

Children's Hospital is 
constantly expanding, 
leading to additional open- 
ings for volunteers during 
the day and evening hours, 
according to Joanne 
Miller, director of volunteer 
services. There are about 
200 volunteers currently in 
the program, ranging from 
high school students, ages 
16 to 18, to senior citizens, 
male arid female. 

“Volunteers are very im- 
portant to Children’s.
